HIGHEST PERCENTAGE OF BUT- 
TER FAT. 
[From the New York Farmer.] 
Editor New York Farmer: 

What is the highest recorded percent- 
age of butterfat in cow milk ?—Buyer, 
Massachusetts. 

Various ‘‘reeord’” claims are made. 
The highest butterfat percentage we 
ean eall to mind -was claimed for the 
Jersey cow Prineess 2nd, who died in 
1885. She was owned by Mrs. C. N. 
Shoemaker, who lived near Baltimore, 
Maryland. This cow bore a calf in Janu- 
ary, 1885, which was sold to T. 8S. Coop- 
r for $10,000. The cow died in the fol- 
lowing summer. In a so-called ‘‘ test”? 
male for seven days from February 
22nd to March Ist, 1885, it was claimed 
that the cow gave 299.5 pounds of milk, 
and that from the milk were made 44 
pounds 14% ounees of unsalted butter, 
equal to 46 pounds 1214 ounces of salted 
butter. On the basis of 85.7 per cent. it 
would require 40.1 pounds of butterfiit 
to make 46 pounds 1214 ounces of but 
ter. That would mean that the 299.5 
pounds of milk contained 15.38 per cent. 
of butterfat. If the percentage was so 
high as 13.38, in all probability the cow 
was diseased, as such a percentage is ut 
terly abnormal. As she died several 
months after the test, it is probable 
that she was when tested suffering from 
some ailment that caused the abnormal 
secretion of butterfat. This record is 
not aeeepted by any breeders, as the 
Babeoek tester has put an end to the 
‘“wonders’’ and ‘‘miracles’* that were 
current in the guessing and claiming 
matches that formerly stood — for 
‘‘tests’’ of eows. A claim like that, if 
made today, would find no credence 


among intelligent breeders.

CONSCRIPT OF 1813. 


A Continued Story. 


(Translated from the French by the 
editor of the H.-F. World.) 


The battalion commenced to deeend 





the hill in front of Leipsig, in order to 
join our division, when we saw a staff 
officer cross the valley below and come 
in our direction at great speed. In two 
minutes he was near us; Colonel Lo- 
rane ran to meet him, they exchanged 
some words, then the officer departed. 
Hundreds of others could be seen eross- 
ing the valley, carrying orders. 

‘*By file to the right!’’ commanded 
the colonel, and we took the direction 
of a wood which skirted the road to 
Dubin for nearly a half-league. It was 
a forest of beeches, but there were also 
some birehes and some oaks. Once in 
the border of the wood, they had us re- 
new the priming of our guns, and the 
battalion was deployed in the wood as 
sharpshooters. Our line was extended 
so that we were about 25 feet apart, and 
we advanced with our eyes open, as one 
can imagine. Sergeant Pinto repeated 
at each instant: 

‘“Keep yourselves covered!’ 

But there was no need of so much 
caution; each kept his eyes to the 
frent, and lost no time in shielding 
himself by a big tree while he looked 
cautiously about before going  far- 
ther on.

Farther on, to the right, the firing 
continued. 

Soon we reached the edge of a little 
clearing, where the trunks of five or six 
fallen oaks formed a little enclosure full 
of high weeds, and not a tree for cover.
